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Respite  Program  Initiated 
For  Alzheimer  Patient  Families 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  one  of  three  sites 
on  the  upper  East  Side  at  which  an  innovative 
program  designed  to  aid  Alzheimer  patients  and 
their  families  has  been  initiated. 

As  often  as  once  a  week,  a  homebound  pa¬ 
tient  can  be  brought  to  the  synagogue,  or  one 
of  the  other  sites,  where  he  or  she  can  remain 
with  trained  volunteers  for  up  to  four  hours,  per¬ 
mitting  family  members  free  time,  often  not 
available  to  full-time  care  takers,  to  meet  their 
own  needs.  It  is  hoped  that  by  providing  this  ser¬ 
vice,  the  strain  of  full  time  care-giving  will  be 
reduced  and  family  members  will  be  able  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  provide  home  care  for  their  loved  ones, 
rather  than  prematurely  institutionalizing  them. 

This  program  is  a  project  of  the  Brookdale 
Center  on  Aging  of  Hunter  College  and  primary

/Brookdale  Foundation.  Any  individuals  with 
primary  responsibility  for  the  care  of  Alzheimer 
patients,  aged  60  years  or  older,  may  apply  to 
the  Brookdale  Respite  Program.  A  contribution 
of  $5  per  session  is  suggested,  but  not  required. 

Volunteers  are  a  vital  part  of  the  program  as 
they  provide  companionship  and  assistance  to 
program  participants,  helping  with  arts  and 
crafts  projrcts,  making  music  selections,  super¬ 
vising  refreshments  and  talking  to  the  patients. 
All  volunteers  are  oriented  and  trained  by  the 
professional  staff  of  the  Brookdale  Center  on 
Aging’s  Training  Division,  and  work  under  the 
guidance  of  the  Program  Coordinator.

Their  special  kind  of 
beauty  is  vividly  brought  to  life  through  musical 
settings  by  the  most  distinguished  synagogue 
composers  of  European  Jewry,  who  reached 
deep  into  their  souls  and  came  up  with  some 
of  the  most  heartfelt,  soul-stirring  a  cappella 
Jewish  music  of  their  creative  careers.

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Post-Bitburg  Thoughts 

This  past  month  we  were  witness  to  many 
momentous  events  coming  in  speed  and  profu¬ 
sion,  leaving  us  a  little  reckless  in  their  wake. 
The  40th  anniversary  of  VE  Day  and  the  10th 
anniversary  of  the  end  of  the  war  in  Viet  Nam 
were  all  overshadowed  by  the  now  famous  — 
or  infamous  —  visit  to  Bitburg.  Add  to  this,  the 
exposure  to  Holocaust  remembrances  on  televi¬ 
sion  and  our  mood  can  aptly  be  described  as 
mournful,  or  at  best,  one  of  disillusionment. 

Now  is  a  good  time  to  take  a  hard  look  at  these 
events  and  try  to  extrapolate  their  meanings  and 
lessons  for  us.  In  each  event  there  seems  to  be 
a  thesis  and  antithesis,  a  balancing  of  the  wrong 
and  the  right,  a  reason  to  doubt  and  a  need  to 
hope. 

First,  reflections  about  the  Holocaust:  the  in¬ 
pact  never  lessens;  the  incredulity  continues  and 
will  never  abate.  This  is  one  event  in  human 
history  which  is  at  once  unbelievable  and  sober¬ 
ing.  It  is  the  quintessence  of  the  evil  of  which 
man  is  capable  when  Satanic  forces  are  unleash¬ 
ed  and  the  centuries  of  civilization  and  refine¬ 
ment  which  came  before  are  as  though  they  had 
never  been. 

It  brings  home  the  fact  that  anti-semitism  is 
a  disease  which  has  plagued  civilization  and 
probably  will  never  disappear  completely.  But 
we  also  have  been  heartened  by  the  voices  of 
those  millions  of  Americans  of  all  faiths  and 
races  who  spoke  out,  who  protested,  whose 
hearts  ached  when  they  heard  and  saw  the  leader 
of  the  free  world  say  things  which  they  thought 
unwise,  and  do  some  things  which  offended 
them  to  the  depths  of  their  beings.  We  are  not 
ready  to  repeat  the  apathy  and  the  indifference 
of  which  the  world  was  guifty  during  World  War 
II. 

They  also  have  seen  the  futility  and  tragedy 
of  wars  between  peoples  and  again,  millions  of 
people  are  bending  their  every  effort  to  build 
a  world  in  which  peace  will  be  enshrined  as  the 
greatest  good. 

We  have  learned  too  that  memory  is  crucial 
in  human  affairs.  Neither  the  evil  nor  the  good

Summer  Talmud  Study 
Arranged  For  College  Students 

In  response  to  the  initiative  of  college  students 
affiliated  with  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  an  op¬ 
portunity  has  been  arranged  to  study  Talmud 
with  Rabbi  Wechsler  this  summer.

should  ever  be  forgotten. 

But  for  Jews  there  is  another  lesson  here.  We 
dare  never  equate  Judaism  with  the  fight  against 
anti-semitism  but  rather  with  the  fight  for 
Judaism,  for  Jewish  pride,  for  Jewish 
knowledge,  for  Jewish  loyalty,  for  Jewish 
laughter  and  music,  for  Jewish  learning  and 
Jewish  lore.  We  must  teach  our  children  what 
Judaism  is,  not  merely  that  it  is  something  to 
defend.  That  is  the  purpose  of  our  synagogue 
and  we  pledge  ourselves  to  the  fulfillment  of  this 
goal.

In  1981,  he  initiated  the  Helpem- 
Wimpfheimer  Fellowship  (named  in  the  honor 
of  Lillian  Helpem  and  Vicki  Wimpfheimer,  the 
then  retiring  co-chairpersons  of  the  School 
Board)  which  has  been  awarded  thus  far  to  11 
college  students,  alumni  of  the  High  School,  to 
train  them  for  staff  positions  with  the  Summer 
Program.

York.  A  graduate  of  Forest  Hills  High  School 
and  the  Queens  Hebrew  High  School,  he  con¬ 
tinued  his  education  at  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America  and  at  Queens  College 
where  he  received  his  BA  degree  in  History.
